Night~A Scathing Speech From H. 
H. BReck—A (Committee of Three 
Appointed to Act For the Creditors. 


In response to the call for a meet- 
ing of creditors of the Reno Savings 
Bank the Reform Club hall was filled 
with people last evening. About 8 
o'clock J. K. Everett was called to the 
chair and P. B. Comstock eleeted 
Secretary. Mr. Beck took the floor 
and submitted the following resolu- 
tions: | a 
Whereas: The Reno Savings Bank 
had long been regarded as a secure and 
reliable place of deposit, and being so 
regarded, all classes of people were in- 
duced to make it the custodian of their 
funds for safe-keeping, and

GUILTY OF FILCHING MONEY

Whereas: The managers of said 
bank, after enjoying the good will and 
patronage of the people of Reno and 
the surrounding country for a term of 
years, did on the 24th day of June 
last past, fail to keep their promises 
and agreemeuts with the patrons and 
creditors, but then and there on said 
day wilfully and wrongfully, and 
without any apparent regard for their 
obligations to the people and the law, 
and without respect for common de- 
cency, and at an unusual hour 
for the vault and safe of the 
bank to be open, proceed io 
a clandestine manner to remove the 
money and valuable securities from 
the bank and appropriate them to 


their own us:: 
THEREFORE Reso_vep—lst, That 


it is the sense of this meeting that the 


entire management, including the 
President and the Directors, in view 
of the apparent loose manner in which 
the affairs of the bank were conducted, 
is guilty of gross negligence. 

2nd, That the acts of the manager, 
cashier and vice-president in removing 
from the bank its money and valuable 
securities, as above indicated, can only 
be regarded as frnud and robbery, and 
should be denounced by all law-abid- 


ing citizens. 

3d, That a committee of three be 
appointed by the creditors present, 
whose duty it shall be to take such 
action as will result in the appoiut- 
ment of a receiver by the District 
Court, whose duties, as prescribed by 
law, shall be to take charge of the as- 
sets of the bank for the benefit of all 
its creditors. 

4th, That we as citizens, as well as 
creditors, earnestly hope and pray 
that those who have been guilty of an 
infraction of the law, will be duly 
dealt with, to the end that the hovor 
of an outraged community may be 
vindicated. 


SPEKCH OF H. H. BECK, 


Mr. Beck spoke to these resolutions 
at considerable length. Heread from 
a local paper the advertisement which 
the bank had kept standing and. char- 
acterized it as the invitation of the 
spider to the fly. The speaker reviewed 
the nature of the business done by the 
Savings Bank, referring to it as the 
— * of funds belonging to wid- 
ows and orphans, hard-working labor - 
ing men, and even money for the care 
of the insane. He then read an ex- 
tract from the Reno Journal of the 
3rd inst. which was published in ex- 
planation of Mr. Crockett’s abstraction 
of funds from the bank in thesmall hours 
of the night. The extract closed with 
the word Correct.“ The speaker 
made some sarcastic allusionsto the 
little whitewash brush of the Journal, 
and denounced the attempt to cover 
up Crockett’s crooked tracks in that 
manner. What, he asked, “did it 


cost Crockett to save that halt of one 


per cent. to the State? His honor.” 
He pictured Crockett on his midnight 
ride from Carson to Reno, exclaiming 
at every jump: 


MY HONOR! MY MONEY! 


His object was to reach into the bank 
vault up to his elbows and filch out 
money that did not belong to him. He 
did vs a thief would. Can any man 
with any respect for decency say that 
conduct is ‘correct?’?” Mr. Beck then 
read another extract from the Journal: 
“Universal sympathy is felt for Mr. 
Kinkead.” He denied that this com- 
munity felt any sympathy for Mr. 
Kinkead, the man who assisted in 
robbing the widows and orphans, (ap- 
plause) the man who called his sisters 
and his cousins and his aunts and his 
uncles to come in and share the funds 
that they filched from the institution.” 
BALDERTCHE'S RIDE TO UARSON 


was poetically described by the speak- 
er. He declared that Sheridan's ride 
was nothing to it. Sheridan rode 
only 20 miles while Batchelder went 
30 over a dangerous road in the dark- 
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stop citizens on the street and take 
them to task for speaking of their 
misdoings, and for giving information 
to the Gazetre, The speaker said he 
would like to write in big letters on 
the wall what Sheriff Walker said in 
reply to them: “To hell with you!” 
The same men took the proprietor of 
the Gazetrs to task for what he had 
said in that paper about the business. 
Mr. Beck complimented the GazerTrTe 
for the course it had pursued in re- 
gard to the bank trouble. His reccom- 
mendation was to keep on and give 
it to them.“ The GazeTTx is on the 
the right course, but is not half hard 
5 The Distriet Attorney should 
prosecute these men. They should be 
tried, convicted, and condemned.” 


The bad notoriety of savings banks peo 


was next touched upon, and several 
instances of rascally failures were cited 
Mr. Beck spoke of a number of 
cases of particular hardship resulting 
from the failure of the Reno 
Savings Bank. One case is 
that of an old man named 
Waddell, living in Washoe valley, 
who is sick for six months in the 
year. He had saved up $1,000, and it 
was all in the bank, Mrs. rs, a 
washerwoman, had $300 on deposit. 
Old Mr. Cobb and wife, had their all 
deposited in the bank. There was 
little Caddie Smart, a school teacher 
at Ophir, who had $500 in the bank. 
The speaker gave an account of the 
Crocker family at Glendale. Mr Crock- 
er came here in early days, and after 
ears of hard work accumulated an 
independence, and got his sisters to 
live with him. He died, and when 
his estate came to be administered 
something was heard about a mort- 
gaye which he had given on his 
ranch. The appraisers went to the 
bank, where the document had been 
placed, and asked about it. The 
manager said that the mortgage was 
merely nominal, executed for a cer- 
tain purpose, and simply left there 
for safe keeping; that it was not to be 
counted in appraising the estate. 
This mortgage, for which not a cent 
of consideration had ever been given, 
it was known had heen hypothecated 
in Virginia city by the bank, and Mr. 
Crocker’s only surviving sister is left 
penniless. 


r HIS DAMNABLE INSTITUTION 


had thus taked advantage of the trust 
put in it by a dead man to defraud a 
woman, It has not hesitated to take 
money from the clergyman or the 
widow. What kind of hearts can 
these men have who will do such 


things? I would climb the mountains, 
yea, unto the highest peak, to ask 
God to curse such respectabilitty as 
theirs.” John Dolman, an old man 
living near the round house,had saved 
up to educate his children. A 
few weeks he concluded to draw 
the money from the Reno Savin 
Bank. e went there and asked for 
it. What in hell do you want it 
for,” asked the manager. The old 
man insisted on having it, and the 
money was chucked to him with the 
remark: There, take your damned 
old hoard.” A widow went to the 
bank shortly before the suspension 
and asked for $490 she had there. 
She was refused. She went again 
with a business man and got the 
money. The manager explained his 
previous refusal by. saying that he 
thought “she would lend it to some 
one who would never it.)

Judge Marshall expressed his ap- 
proval of the ‘resolutions before the 
meeting, and said that he represented 


J parties having a large interest. He 


proposed that all preseat who -had 
claims: against the Bank sbould gu 


Herward and give the Secretary a 


memorandum of the same, in order, 
that the meeting might know just 
what its strength was and be able to 
go to work intelligently. He believed 
that the managers and officers of the 
Bank are liable and can be held liable. 
There is a chance to rescue what is 
due. (Applause. ) 

T. F. Laycock suggested an amend- 
ment to the resolutions, instructing 
the committee to employ counsels to 
prosecute the claims. He. heartily 
approved of the resolutions. 

Judge Marshal! said that the com- 
mitteé would have no right to examine 
the books of the Bank. He moved 
that the resolutions concerning the 
appointment of a committee be strick- 
en out. The motioh was seconded. 

Judge Cossitt said the resolutions 
introduced by Beck provided for the 
only feasible way of getting at the 
books. He said that if there existed 


ground for a crimjnal prosecution of 


the Bank’s officers the District At- 
torney would do his best to bring 
them to justice. The Judge endorsed 
the resolutions, 

Mr. Boardman said he represented 
considerable interests, ating be- 
tween $20,000 and $25,000./ He con- 
curred in the view of his learned 
brother Cossitt. Let the committee 
be appointed and let each creditor pre- 
sent his claim to the committee. He 
endorsed every word of Mr. Beck’s. 
„Beck told all he knew but didn’t tell 
all that could be told. A committee 
could go to the management and in 
sist upon a showing. If the conduct 
of the manager and the Vice-President 
is not embezzelment there is a defect 
in the Government. The committee 
must be appointed to-night. The 
ple who robbed the bank are hang- 
ing around the doors of the court 
house to get the books as soon as 
Court opens in the morning.’ He ba! 
no faith in Crockett, Everyman in 
the community is interested in push~- 
ing the investigation.

E. C. MeKinney was named by 
some one and the chair put him on the 
committee. He modestly declined, 

but his declination was unheeded 

Jerry Schooling’s name was then pre- 
sented by Judge Cossitt. The chair 
made bim the third committee. He 
was absent and had no chance to de- 
cline. .
